In .May, 
1VJT, a treaty of pfcace was, dei Jued be- 
tween the Yukis aud Mexicuus. have 
the former ever conceded I hut Hie lat,- 
ter had the (.lightest right to ocoipj 
their territory. It is useless to Ignore 
this fact, 
Mexicans have claimed the 


Yaki country the same as the United 
States has claimed the Apache country, 
but the Yakis and tbe Apaches, in-both' 
cases, were no party to the claim, and 
both resisted it. And as in the latter 
case the resistance was futile, and to 
the ken.of the white race hopeless for 
the Apache race from the start, so will 
the former case be futile. 


The destiny of the Yaki is written. 


The more powerful racte demands his 
land. He may resist, but the ultimate 
outcome no one for a moment ques- 
tions. 
And this is" the. whole-quarrel. 


There may be incidental irritating 
causes.-but the deep-rooted, ineradic- 
able difficulty is the old trouble between 
Possessor and coveter: "You have, 1 
want, and 1 can and will get." The 
weaker must go to the wall. 


In a singular sense, however, the 


quarrel is narrowed.down to much sim- 
pler limits. There is a somewhat ener- 
getic "SonoraDevelopment Company" 
that has undertaken the task of render- 
ing- the YaUi country a fit home for 
colonists. Irrigation works on a large 
scale have been commenced, line stock, 
introduced, fields planted, etc.. just as 
similar undertakings have been begun 
and successfully curried out in 
iS'ew 


Mexico. Arizona and California. Now 
the head of this whole business is ex- 
Gov. Luis Torres, and. strange to say, 
he is the commanding general of the 
Mexican forces of Sonora. and thus-re- 
quired to put a stop to the rebellion of 
the Yakis.

Torres is a brainy man and fully ac- 


quainted .with Americans 
and 
their 


progressive mc'tliods. When he wasgov- 
ernor of Lower California I often hnd 
the pleasure of meeting him. fie was 
always desirous of having- Americans 
ootne into the Yaki country.

Consul Merrill of Jerusalem has made 


a report to tin- state clepartmcn t regard- 
ing: the unfortunate condition of the 
immigrant Jews in Palestine, in which 
he says: "The Turkish regulation re- 
quiring Jews arriving- nt Yafa to leave 
the country ajjain in ;;o or 90 days, if 
they come as visitors, has, I understand, 
been agreed to by our government. 
There is no provision, however,.so far 
as I have been informed, as to how these 
people are to be made to return. 


"As the Turks do not accept the word 


of the immigrants on landing, a system 
of money pledges has been resorted to. 
This may be called 'fine,' 'tax,' 'deposit,' 
"back-shecsh,' 'bail' or 'pledge.' It is 
a money g-uarantee that the parties will 
carry out the reqiiireiuent of the Turk- 
ish government. 
Unless they pay the 


guaranty the immigrants have great 
trouble in landing-. 


"In many cr.ses the consul is appealed 


to. and rather than SPC them starve or 
sent back to the steamer,-whic'h ivonld 
probably not receive .them ajrain, he 
gives his word as security that they will ( 
Irflve ihe country iu the vxpiraiion of 
the time specified.
